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'No' to container cate

PLANNERS have de¬ 
lighted residents by 
throwing out a scheme 
to create a cafe in a 
converted shipping 
container on Wey¬ 
mouth’s cargo stage. 

Applicant David Ben¬ 
nett said the container 
would be clad in natu¬ 
ral materials to create a 
retail unit which would 
be an “exciting new 
food concept for Wey¬ 
mouth”. 

He told a meeting of 
Weymouth & Portland 
planning committee 


that street food was the 
new hot topic in food 
retailing, that the unit’s 
design would not be 
“cheap and tacky” but 
would blend in with its 
surroundings and that 
new and exciting con¬ 
cepts like this were 
needed in Weymouth. 

There were support¬ 
ers for the scheme and 
Councillor Paul Kim- 
ber said: “If we don’t 
try something we will 
never know.” 

He added that the har¬ 
bour had now lost Con¬ 


dor and was moving 
into another era, “the 
leisure era,” and he was 
happy to support the 
scheme but only with a 
three-year permission. 

Councillor Kevin 
Brookes went further 
and suggested five 
years “to give the oper¬ 
ator a chance,” adding 
that he put no real 
weight behind fears 
that the cafe would hit 
historic harbourside 
views which he said 
had been lost some 
time ago when millions 
of tons of concrete 
were poured out. 

He said there had 
been “howls of deri- 
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sion” over plans for the 
seafront boat cafe 
structures “yet they 
have fitted in well” and 
he felt seeing a ship¬ 
ping container on the 
harbourside would be 


“nothing out of the or¬ 
dinary”. 

But the committee re¬ 
ceived two dozen ob¬ 
jections to the scheme, 
Mike Thomas telling 
members that the pro¬ 


posal was “a tacky 
structure”, that it would 
“seriously restrict” 
public passage and that 
there were litter, waste 
disposal and vermin

DR Margaret Barker has been the long-standing 
chairman of the the Dorset Poverty Action Group 
and was awarded the MBE in February 2013 for 
her community work. 

She fears further cuts to welfare benefits will 
make the situation worse for many local families 
and year, after year, has seen more people find 
themselves in difficulties through no fault of their 
own. 

Dr Barker has also been heavily involved in the 
Hub centre for the homeless in the county town, 
now closed down, and says that while the demand 
for its services has lessened there are still 'hidden 
homeless' in the community. She is also currently 
the chair of Churches Together in Dorchester and 
holds positions with the Quakers. 

She says that, despite appearances, there was 
still much work to be done to tackle poverty in and 
around the apparently, affluent, town. 


• WHAT brought you to Dorset initially? 

My work, initially in 1976 to Portland for a few months 
and then Weymouth and Crossways before settling in 
Dorchester in 1988 as a community paediatrician. My 
hometown is Hereford and I trained in Birmingham but 
I was also in the Channel Islands for a couple of years 
in general practice. This was first job on the south coast 
that came up and I really didn't know Dorset at all until 
I came for interview. Originally I was based in the com¬ 
munity until I got a consultant post and I was then 
based in the hospital, but working a lot of the time in 
the community, and at Digby Court. 

• WHAT sparked your interest in working in the 
community? 

It was clear doing local paediatrics in this area that 
there were families in extreme poverty, but because 
they might be just one family in a street or a village they 
were completely invisible and with no help or support 
for them. Most people just tried to cope, people didn't 
ask for help. I became interested in helping through a 
church conference in Dorchester on poverty. 

• HOW important has your faith been in the 
process? 

I was brought up a Methodist and then the Anglican 
church, but I got fed up because you couldn't get up 
and argue with the preacher. I so often disagreed with 
what they said, but there was no means of turning it 
into a debate. Over the course of time I had been to a 
lot of different churches; I had relatives who were Sal¬ 
vation Army and relatives who were Baptists, but my 
father had been a conscientious objector in the First 
World War and we had a lot of friends who were Quak¬ 
ers, so I had been brought up knowing about the Quak¬ 
ers. I began to attend meetings and in 1983 became a 
member; you go as an attender first, which I did for two 
years. I'm now treasurer of the local meeting and clerk 
of the trustees of the area meeting. It is a way of life 
rather than something just for Sundays, it has a strong 
tradition and a strong boundary to its way of life. 

• HAVE there been other organisations you have 
joined locally? 

I joined Rotary in 1998, simply because I was about to 
retire and knew that I wanted a continuing group to be 
working with in the community. I was very active and 
enjoyed it but decided on my 70th birthday to retire 
from it when it became a bit of a struggle to stand for 



several hours with a collection box, or organise a 
fundraising event. 

• HOW did the Poverty Action Group come about? 

There was a conference in town looking at the issues 
and it came from that in 1989. I was interested and 
went along to the initial meetings. Canon Letcher from 
St George's was the first chairman and when he stood 
down I was asked to take over - and have been doing it 
ever since. Our original projects were Second Chance 
furniture, the Credit Union and the Hub which, at the 
time, were all so much needed. There isn't an obvious 
project at the moment other than to make sure we are 
there when we are needed, especially at times like 
Christmas when we provide food vouchers for those 
who need them. 

• IS the work of the group still needed as much 
today, as it was when it started? 

The need seems to continue to increase and with yet 
another push by the Government to cut back on Wel¬ 
fare it seems certain to carry on and there will be more 
people pushed into poverty. A lot of people suffer from 
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debt because of the ease in people being able to get 
credit, and benefits have not kept up with the cost of 
living or need. Many people say they have no family. It 
doesn't necessarily mean that they, literally, have no 
family, but that they have no family they can turn to for 
help and support, although we do find more and more 
grandparents taking on the responsibilities of childcare. 

• APART from your work in the community is there 
time for your own enjoyment? 

I love music. I started to learn the piano at seven and 
the organ at 12, but I didn't pick up singing until I 
moved to Dorset when I was living in Crossways and 
Brian Savage started a little choir. I love church music, 
particularly classical church music, and event some of 
the modern church music. To sing it in a church with a 
good reverberation is just lovely. I'm privileged to be a 
member of theThomas Hardye Singers, which I started 
from the time when I was a governor at the school. 
We're currently working towards a carol concert in St 
Peter's which I'm looking forward to; so many of the 
young people are just so talented and learn so quickly. 

• WHAT is it that drives you? 

I like to get order out of chaos, I can't seem to resist it, 
and I often seem to be sitting in the wrong place at the 
wrong time and can't say'no'when asked to do some¬ 
thing. I remember when I was seven putting all my 
books in order and then putting up a notice which said 
"information here." And then I sat not knowing what to 
do because I was by myself in the loft! It's the same feel¬ 
ing I get when I sit at a desk: "right, this needs sorting 
out"and then I sort it out and then think"what did I do 
that for?" 

• DO you think you will eventually slow down a bit? 

I'm already finding everything takes a little bit longer, 
and sometime you do things twice over because you 
have forgotten that you have already done it...but I 
guess there will be a time when I will want to relinquish 
things and not pick something else up. I wonder 
though how I will fill my time when I'm not picking 
something new up... I'm not very good at just sitting 
around and relaxing.

concerns, adding: 
“Weymouth deserves 
better than this.” 

Others highlighted 
privacy concerns 
adding that the scheme 
was “not an architec¬ 
tural statement of the 
highest quality”. 

Bob Underwood of 
nearby Edward Court 
questioned just what 
the “unique dining ex¬ 
perience” actually was 
with a “low grade de¬ 
velopment” which 
made a mockery of the 
planning process and 
the conservation area. 

He added: “I deeply 
care about Weymouth 
and I don’t want to see 
the harbourside spoilt 
by such a cheapskate 
development.” 

Councillor Joy Stan¬ 
ley warned that historic 
harbourside views 
would be lost if the 
scheme was approved 
while Councillor Fran¬ 
cis Drake said it would 
have an detrimental im¬ 
pact on the area’s qual¬ 
ity of life, could set a 
precedent and was the 
wrong place for such a 
unit. 

Vice-chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Christine James 
was also against the 
proposal and she said 
the container was not in 


keeping with the con¬ 
servation area while the 
site was “an important 
natural gap”. 

She added that she 
was not averse to busi¬ 
ness but it needed to be 
done properly when the 
Town Centre Master 
Plan was completed. 

Councillor Jane Hall 
said the proposal would 
have “a hugely detri¬ 
mental effect” on the 
unique harbourside 
area while Councillor 
Ian Roebuck said he 
was not happy to grant 
permission for some¬ 
thing when it wasn’t 
known if it could meet 
environmental health 
requirements. 

Chairman Councillor 
Mark Tewkesbury was 
also against the scheme 
and said the cargo stage 
area had been a public 
amenity for years. 

He added that the 
structure would ob¬ 
struct safe passage 
through the area and he 
said: “I am not against 
something being there 
but this is a public 
amenity space.” 

The committee then 
voted 6-3 to refuse the 
scheme which it said 
would not preserve or 
enhance the conserva¬ 
tion area.

THE mother of missing 
man Paul Smith is ap¬ 
pealing for anyone with 
information about her 
son’s whereabouts to 
contact Dorset Police.

“Paul is then believed 
to have boarded a cross 
country train at 8.45am 
from Bournemouth and 
arrived in Coventry at 
11.23am. 

“We understand Paul 
may have used a train 
to get to Leamington 
Spa on Saturday, No¬ 
vember 8th 2014. He 
has not been seen or 
heard from since.” 

Paul’s mother Jannett 
Davey said: “I am urg¬ 
ing anyone who was on 
those trains in Wey¬ 
mouth and Bourne¬ 
mouth and who may 
have seen or even spo¬ 
ken to Paul, to please 
get in contact with 
Dorset Police. 

“We just want to 
know Paul is safe and 
well. If you can help us 
it will make our Christ¬ 
mas.”

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Ocean Views development takes a step forward 


A DEVELOPER trying to create 
554 flats out of old naval accom¬ 
modation on Portland has been 
granted a planning revision to 
get the scheme back on track. 

Fulca Ltd had argued that mar¬ 
ket changes meant providing an 
element of affordable housing 
for the Hardy Complex site, now 
known as Ocean Views, was no 
longer possible if it was to re¬ 
main viable. 

But a meeting of Weymouth & 
Portland planning committee 
heard that independent viability 
consultants for the council said 
the scheme was viable and they 
put residual land value at £21.73 
milli on as against Fulca’s assess¬ 
ment of £1.7 million negative 
land value. 

Fulca’s application had been 


considered at an earlier planning 
committee which deferred a de¬ 
cision so Fulca could meet with 
the council’s consultants to try 
and thrash out a way forward. 

The latest planning committee 
was told that Fulca no longer 
sought to forego an affordable 
housing element in their scheme 
but only to revise an existing 
Section 106 obligation so that 
any affordable housing element 
could be “reconsidered” through 
two viability reappraisals. 

But Councillor Sandy West 
was against the compromise and 
warned that if it was granted 
then other builders would use it 
as an example of why they 
shouldn’t pay their contribution. 

She added that she didn’t think 
it was “morally right” for Fulca 


to make the application which 
she was “totally opposed” to. 

She voted against it and Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Roebuck abstained, 
but members were told the gov¬ 
ernment was trying to “kick- 
start” house building and 
Councillor Paul Kimber said: “If 
it went to appeal we could lose 
the whole case and any contribu¬ 
tion to affordable housing.” 

Councillor Kevin Brookes 
said: “I don’t like the look of it 
any more than anybody else 
does. We are between a rock and 
a hard place.” 

He said that at least the pro¬ 
posed revision would “get things 
moving” and colleagues then 
voted 7-1 in favour of the 
proposed revision with one 
abstension.

Portland'blot'to 
be transformed 

PLANNERS have unanimously backed a flats and 
workshops development which will transform a “blot” 
on Portland’s landscape. 

Nemesis Properties plans to redevelop the former 
Copine Fisheries shellfish processing building at 
Stone Pier, Castletown to create up to nine marine 
workshops-storage units and nine holiday apartments. 

Members of Weymouth & Portland planning com¬ 
mittee were told that the scheme was an imaginative 
use of the harbourside frontage. 

Councillor Sandy West agreed and said: “I am ab¬ 
solutely delighted with this plan. Castletown is in dire 
need of some form of regeneration.” 

She added that the site was in “a terrible state” and 
had been “extremely dangerous”, so it was nice to see 
a plan which would be in keeping with the conserva¬ 
tion area and which offered employment prospects. 
She was also happy with the holiday accommodation 
provided it did not become permanent residential. 

Councillor Paul Kimber agreed and said: “It was a 
blot. This is a lovely clean-up of the site which will 
certainly enhance the area.” 

And Councillor Pam Nixon said: “I think it is an 
imaginative plan encouraging small businesses.”

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Personal breathalyser kits generally give false readings 


MOTORISTS are 
being warned by 
Dorset police not to 
rely on personal 
breathalysers during 
this Christmas drink 
and drug drive cam¬ 
paign following a sur¬ 
vey. 

Tests carried out by 
Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s Trading Standards 
officers revealed that 
drivers relying on 
shop-bought breathaly¬ 
sers would put both 


themselves and other 
road users at risk. 

Out of 14 devices 
tested, nine indicated 
that the user was still 
safe to drive when the 
legal drink drive limit 
was actually exceeded. 

Officers also found 
false claims of links to 
the police on four of 
the devices which were 
bought over the inter¬ 
net. 

Inspector Matt Butler, 
of Dorset Police’s Traf¬ 


fic Unit, said: “Home 
breathalyser kits can be 
unreliable so we are 
urging people not to 
use them. 

“Research has shown 
that just one drink can 
impair someone’s abil¬ 
ity to drive. 

“Our message is very 
clear: if you are going 
to drive, don’t drink 
any alcohol at all.” 

Ivan Hancock, Trad¬ 
ing Standards Service 
Manager for Dorset 


County Council, said: 
“Not only are they un¬ 
reliable but we have 
also identified some 
being sold with de¬ 
scriptions that cannot 
be substantiated which 
are likely to mislead 
anyone buying one. 

“Drivers would be 
extremely foolish to 
rely on the readings 
they get from one of 
these cheap devices. 
Use your head. Just 
don’t drink and drive.”

"We got 47 new members then and 48 at the 
annual meeting. With five pledges, we now 
have 100 fully-paid up members. Our email list 
has gone up from 80 to 140. 

"It's an astonishing start for a new organisa¬ 
tion, but everyone was really enthusiastic. Peo¬ 
ple were queuing up to join us. " 

The Friends will now be opening up mem¬ 


bership to the 350 people on its Facebook 
page and the 80 people on its original mailing 
list. 

Mr Elsworth said: "We hope to have 200 
members by the end of February in advance of 
the May elections. In the meantime, we will be 
asking councillors a simple question: Do you 
have any plans for reopening Castle Cove 
Beach, or do you intend it to remain perma¬ 
nently closed?" 

Access to Castle Cove Beach was closed in 
April 2013 after a small landslip. Local people 
thought that the steps to the beach would be 
reinstated, but in June 2014 Mr Elsworth said 
it became clear that the council wanted to 
close the beach permanently. 

The Friends of Castle Cove Beach was formed 
in July 2014 on an informal basis. 

It is now formally constituted and is a non¬ 
political organisation.

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DRINK & DRIVE 


The festive season is now upon us and with it comes work nights out and an 
opportunity to catch up with friends and family. But for all too many, it's 
tempting to ruin the celebrations by driving home after a couple of drinks. 


I N THE last 50 years road casualties caused 
by drink driving have fallen dramatically, 
but in 2012, there were still 230 deaths due 
to drink driving - accounting for 13% of all 
road fatalities. By drinking and driving, you 
risk your life, those of your passengers and 
others on the road. 

Any amount of alcohol affects your ability 
to drive. You risk a fine of up to £5,000, a min¬ 
imum 12-month driving ban and a criminal 
record. 


THE LAW 


There are strict alcohol limits for UK drivers: 
In England, Wales and Northern Ireland, the 
legal alcohol limit for drivers is: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 

• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine 

In Scotland (from 5 December 2014) the legal 
alcohol limit for drivers is lower at: 

• 22 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 

• 50 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 67 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine. 

However it is not possible to say how much 
alcohol you can drink and stay below the 
limit. The way alcohol affects you depends 
on: 

• your weight, age, sex and metabolism 
(the rate your body uses energy) 

• the type and amount of alcohol 
you're drinking 

• what you've eaten recently 

• your stress levels at the time 

So if you're driving, it's better to have none for 
the road.

Don't drink and drive, the only safe limit 
is none. 

You can still be over the limit the morning 
after. 

Drink and drug driving does cost lives. 
Get caught drink driving and you will be 
treated like any other criminal. 

A drink driving conviction will stay on 
your licence for 10 years. 

Program a phone number for a licensed 
taxi company into your mobile phone 
before you go out. 

If you are caught drink driving you will be 
required to attend court where you 
could face a fine, be banned from 
driving or imprisoned.

• The shame of having a criminal record

The Institute of Advanced Motorists calcu¬ 
late that a drink drive conviction could cost 
between £20,000 - £50,000 as a result of fines, 
solicitors fees, increase in car insurance and 
loss of job.

You could be over the legal limit many 
hours after your last drink, even if it’s the

Looking forward to the maths 
of cooking the turkey properly 


BARELY a week until gas and electric company 
systems groan under the mass strain of millions of 
households cooking the Christmas dinner. 

And it must be cooked properly, not least after 
dire recent warnings that an alarming number of 
chickens being sold came complete with a bug that 
could make people a bit less than Ho! Ho! Ho! un¬ 
less the aforementioned chicken is given a good 
roasting. 

So what chance does the average household 
stand cooking a much larger turkey ?The problem 
can often be the family itself since, while kids will 
get up early, Mum and Dad are probably wiped out 
from the previous night’s efforts to get everything 
ready for the big day and may be sleeping in... if 
the little darlings let them. 

But dealing with that turkey is an early morning 
necessity or you’ll be eating it for supper instead 
of lunch. 

It will take about an hour to prepare, to check in¬ 
side the bird and remove any packets of giblets or 
the neck, to pull out any stray remaining feathers, 
to cover the breast and sides in bacon, to cover the 
turkey in foil and to work out how long and at what 
temperatures to cook it at. 

This is then followed by the cooking which can 
last more than five hours with a suitable time in¬ 


cluded for the meat to rest. 

I have brought an element of cunning science to 
our preparations, all faithfully noted on an old 
Christmas card envelope from our first Christmas 
together more than 30 years ago which reveals our 
lightest turkey was 81bs and our heaviest 161bs. 

This note taking is not as daft as it seems since 
sooner or later you buy a turkey the same weight 
as a previous year and you can then look back, see 
what timings you used then and whether it all 
worked. If your notes say timings were dodgy you 
can adjust them. 

Bearing in mind our average turkey seems to be 
about ll-121bs, say 5-5.5kg, the following yarn 
should be a warning for all of us to be grateful for 
small mercies. 

We all know you can get turkeys of all sizes but 
apparently the largest ones are prized by big hotels, 
banquets or celebrations to cook and display as the 
centrepiece of their event. 

Believe it or not, some of these turkeys weigh 
more than 701bs (35kg) and are actually twice the 
size of your standard oven! 

Just be grateful that your turkey is unlikely to be 
a third that size and make sure you get enough 
chipolatas in or there are bound to be moans. 

Happy cooking.

is to have them tightly run. 

What we are seeing is no more 
and no less than a takeover by 
Dorchester. 

Councillors in Weymouth & 
Portland have finally woken up to 
the fact that they are slowly being 
relegated to a support act on 
Dorchester’s stage, but it is not too 
late to fight back. 

I hope something can be done to 
keep as many staff here as possi¬ 
ble. If it can’t then Weymouth & 
Portland won’t have a shred of 
sovereignty left and will just be 
Dorchester’s poor relative.

Wessex Water improves service 
while bills will fall in real terms 


WEYMOUTH, Dorchester and west 
Dorset are to benefit from a major 
project by Wessex Water. 

The company is completing an in¬ 
tegrated water supply grid: a scheme 
which has been in use since 2010 
which also includes north Dorset, 
and will be spending another £100 
million on the eight-year project to 
enable Wessex Water to move water 
around its region and improve the 
ability to deal with unforeseen prob¬ 
lems at individual sources. 

The next three years will see the 
project extend to other other parts of 
Dorset, providing more resilient 
water supplies to Dorchester, Wey¬ 
mouth and west Dorset. 

Wessex Water has also announced 
that average bills for its customers 
will go down in real terms over the 
next five years. 

The company will keep bills below 
the rate of inflation, having already 
held bill increases for 2014-2015 to 
inflation only changes. The average 
household bill for Wessex Water cus¬ 
tomers will fall by £39 and will not 
increase above inflation for the next 
five years.

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Every driver stopped will be breathalised 


DORSET Police are urging peo¬ 
ple to ‘shop’ those driving over 
the limit - either on drink, or 
drugs. 

Traffic officers have warned 
there will be an increase in traf¬ 
fic patrols and roadside checks 
throughout the festive period. 

To date seven people have 
been charged with a drink or 
drug drive offence including a 
76-year-old Bournemouth man. 

Every driver involved in a 
crash, no matter how minor, in 
the Christmas and new year pe¬ 
riod will be breath tested, irre¬ 
spective of whether they are 
suspected of drink driving or not. 


If someone is caught drink 
driving, they will face a mini¬ 
mum 12 month driving ban, a 
criminal record, up to six 
months in prison and a fine of up 
to £5,000. 

Inspector Matt Butler, of 
Dorset Police’s Traffic Unit, 
said: “We don’t want to stop 
people having a good time this 
Christmas but we will do every¬ 
thing we can to make Dorset’s 
roads safer for everyone using 
them. 

“Please don’t drink and drive: 
it is simply not worth the risk. 
Appoint a designated driver or 
use a taxi instead. 


“I would also like to remind 
everyone that the morning after 
can be just as dangerous as the 
night before so if you have been 
drinking into the night, there is a 
strong chance that you may not 
be fit to drive the morning after. 

“No amount of cold showers 
or black coffee will change 
that.” 

Inspector Butler is urging 
people to call the police on 101, 
or 999 immediately, if they sus¬ 
pect someone is drink or drug 
driving. 

Calls can also be made to the 
Crimestoppers charity anony¬ 
mously on 0800 555 111. 


How much should police get from council tax? 


LOCAL people are being asked 
whether they would support a 
freeze in the amount of council 
tax paid for police services, or 
whether they would prefer an in¬ 
crease or reduction. 

The Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner, Martin Underhill, 
says he is likely to recommend 
freezing the police share of 
council tax from April at current 


levels, but he warns that this will 
leave little room for any im¬ 
provements in service, or level 
of police officers. 

He is asking for comments on 
the proposal, or alternatives, ei¬ 
ther in writing, by email, phone 
or via an online survey. 

Mr Underhill says each of the 
possible alternatives will have 
an effect - increasing the share 


of the council charge by one per 
cent would bring in an extra 
£500,000 and cost the average 
council tax payer in Dorset an 
additional £1.80 a year. A five 
per cent rise would bring in 
£2.5million extra and cost tax¬ 
payers £9 more per year. 

A reduction would mean fewer 
police officers and support staff 
and a lower level of service. 


Underhill calls for the end of taser use on 
detainees and those in mental health crisis 


MARTYN Underhill, Dorset Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner and 
Chairman of the APCC Mental 
Health Working Group is calling 
on the government to draft new 
guidance to stop tasers being used 
on detainees in police cells, espe¬ 
cially on people in mental health 
crisis. 

The PCC has raised his concerns 
to Home Office officials, after 
learning of three cases of detained 
persons in Dorset being tasered in¬ 
side a custody block cell. 

Mr Underhill said: “I am really 
concerned to learn about the use of 
tasers in police cells. In my view 
the police service needs stricter 
rules on deployment and stronger 
scrutiny when they do deploy. 

“Just as I have campaigned to 
stop adults and children in mental 
health crisis being criminalised in 
custody suites, so I will campaign 
to stop mentally ill people being 
tasered in a cell. 


A decade ago, politicians and the 
public were persuaded to import 
taser into the UK as an alternative 
to shooting someone dead. 

“Now tasers are routinely carried 
and deployed as an alternative to 
all types of restraint. Parliament 
needs to intervene here and swing 
the pendulum back.” 

“It will never ‘be okay’ to taser 
someone who is scared, frightened 
and in crisis in a small cell. People 
have human rights and their dig¬ 
nity must be protected.” 

The PCC is in dialogue with a 
number of mental health leads 
across the country on this issue. 

Martyn Underhill added: “This 
is a national issue. I am sure that 
Dorset Police is no different to any 
other Force and I note that Dorset 
Police complies with the current 
ACPO guidance regarding the use 
of tasers. However, I believe this 
is an issue worthy of an informed 
public debate and I strongly be¬

lieve that there needs to be en¬ 
hanced scrutiny of taser use and 
improved data recording of cell 
block taser deployments.” 

“This debate needs to sit within 
a wider policy discussion of the 
use of force against detainees in 
police custody and Martyn Under¬ 
hill is determined to keep that de¬ 
bate alive.”

While fire safety is important 
throughout the year, the extra distrac¬ 
tions of Christmas make it especially 
important to be vigilant during the 
festive season. 

Kate Underhill, Prevention Man¬ 
ager at Dorset Fire & Rescue said: 
“Christmas is a time for festive cheer 
with family and friends. But fairy 
lights, candles and decorations mean 
it is also a time to take extra care to 
keep our loved ones safe from fire.” 

To ensure you have the merriest of 
Christmases, keep fire safety at the 
top of your list. 

Here are some simple tips from Fire 
Kills to help you and your family 
enjoy the joys Christmas safely: 

• Ensure you have working smoke 
alarms installed on all levels of your 
home. A working alarm can give you 
the vital time needed to escape in a 
fire. 

• Never leave cooking unattended. 
Most fires start in the kitchen so this 


is a high risk area. Many of us enjoy 
a merry tipple over the festive season 
but be sure to avoid cooking whilst 
under the influence of alcohol. Al¬ 
ways turn off kitchen appliances 
when you have finished cooking. 

• Never leave burning candles unat¬ 
tended. Keep candles out of the reach 
of children and away from decora¬ 
tions, cards and wrapping paper, 
fires, lights and heaters. 

• Put your cigarette out, right out. 
Make sure your cigarette is fully ex¬ 
tinguished and take care when under 
the influence of alcohol or tired. It’s 
very easy to fall asleep while your 
cigarette is still burning and set fur¬ 
niture alight. 

• Don’t overload sockets. Always 
turn off plugs when they are not in 
use, except those that are designed to 
be left on, like freezers. 

• Ensure you switch off fairy lights 
and unplug them before you go to 
bed, or leave the house. Check your 
Christmas tree lights conform to the 
British Standard (BS EN 60598) and 
are in good working order before use. 

• Always use an RCD (residual cur¬ 
rent device) on outdoor electrical 
equipment. This safety device can 
save lives by instantly switching off 
the power if there is a fault and can 
be found in any DIY store. 

• Do something good this Christmas. 
Test the smoke alarms of someone 
you know who may need help such 
as an older relative or neighbour to 
ensure their safety as they are at 
greater risk from fire.

Police target rural crime 


DORSET Police’s Special Consta¬ 
bles delivered a two day cross-border 
operation recently to prevent and de¬ 
tect rural crime. 

A team of 150 special constables 
from forces in Dorset, Wiltshire, 
Devon & Cornwall, Avon & Somer¬ 
set and the Hampshire Constabulary 
patrolled 1800 square miles of rural 
area last Friday and Saturday. 

Villages and towns around Axmin- 
ster, Lyme Regis, Broadwindsor, 
Bridport, Sherborne, Mere, Shaftes¬ 
bury, Blandford, Wimborne, Ver- 
wood, Fordingbridge, Ringwood, 
Brockenhurst and Christchurch were 
all included in the patrol route. 

The operation, led by Dorset Po¬ 
lice’s Special Constabulary, involved 
proactive patrols in communities that 
have been targeted by criminals com¬ 
mitting crime such as burglaries and 
rural thefts. 

Officers carried out stop checks of 
vehicles travelling in the areas and 
paid particular attention to those who 
are known to carry out this type of 
crime. 

Special Inspector Ben Muspratt, of 
Dorset Police, said: “It is very clear 
that this high visibility operation has 
had a positive impact on the commu¬ 
nity. It has demonstrated to residents 
that all five forces are committed to 
tackling rural crime. 

“Over 1000 person and vehicle 
checks were conducted across the 
south west which sent out a very 
clear message to criminals that we 
will not tolerate such activity.” 


North Dorset special constables fol¬ 
lowed an alarm sounding in the Tar¬ 
rant Hinton area; they checked the 
premises and located the landowner 
who confirmed it was a false alarm. 

In the Sherborne area during patrols 
Dorset Specials located a six¬ 
wheeled off road vehicle with five 
people onboard with hunting equip¬ 
ment. A stop check confirmed that it 
belonged to the landowner who 
stated he was “extremely proud” of¬ 
ficers were out patrolling his village. 

Later in the shift in the Sherborne 
area a vehicle was stopped because it 
had no insurance and was seized 
from the owner. 

“The Special Constabulary is keen 
to help tackle rural crime and we plan 
to carry out this operation on a regu¬ 
lar basis. Special constables are un¬ 
paid volunteer police officers who 
have the same powers of arrest and 
wear the same uniform as regular 
officers. 

Dorset Police is currently recruiting 
special constables and I would en¬ 
courage anyone interested to ‘be part 
of something more’ to look at our 
website www.dorset.police.uk for 
more information on this unique vol¬ 
untary role.”

1. Put the wine in a saucepan with the orange, sugar, bayleaf 
and the spices. 

2 . Heat gently until the sugar has dissolved. Taste to see if you 
want the wine sweeter, and add more sugar to taste. 

3 . Off the heat, stir in the sloe or damson gin if you are using it. 

4 . Strain into heatproof glasses and serve at once.

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, white & black 
• 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 4) and line a 
12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2 . Cream together the butter and sugar until pale and fluffy, then 
add the eggs one by one mixing in well in betweenm then add 
the vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until golden and a 
skewer come out clean. 

4 . To make the father Christmas cake topper, use the red sugar 
paste icing and roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter then flatten 
the base. Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a cone shape for his hat 
and squash the pointed end over to one side. 

5 . Take some of the white icing and a little of the red and roll 
them together until the red blends in to give you a pink colour 
for his head. 

6. Next take some black icing and roll 2 small balls for eyes, 2 
larger balls for his gloved hands and then roll out a little for a 
belt. 

7 . To assemble, use a little water to glue the black belt onto the 
red body. Next finish the arms by attaching the black hands to 
the ends of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the 
white icing until is around the end of the arms for his cuffs, using 
some water to glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal edge. 
Attach these using a little water, squashing the arms around the 
body. 

8. Next make a small ball using the white icing for a pom pom 
and attach to the top of the hat. 

9 . To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut out a small edged 
piece for his beard, and 2 smaller pieces for his moustache. 
Make a small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 2 small 
balls of white icing and small black icing balls for his eyes. 

10 . To decorate your cupcake, roll out some chocolate icing and 
cut into disc, place this on the cake using some warm apricot 
jam to stick. Then place the jolly father Christmas on top.

Preparation time Overnight 
Cooking time 2 hours 

Ingredients 

350g/12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sultanas) 

100g/3V2Oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or left whole 
100g/3V2Oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
100ml/3V2fl oz stout • 100g/3V2OZ chopped walnuts 
100g/3V2OZ blanched almonds • 100g/3V2OZ ground almonds 
100g/3V2OZ fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/1 3 /4oz plain flour 
100g/3V2OZ frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra for greasing 
Vi tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinnamon 
2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3!/2Oz chopped glace cherries (or left 
whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado sugar, rum and 
stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to mix, cover and leave for 24 hours 
to soak. 

2 . After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground almonds, 
breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cherries and eggs along with the 
soaked fruit mixture in a large mixing bowl, making sure you in¬ 
clude all the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well until 
completely combined (let all the members of the family have a stir 
and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool place for 24 
hours. 

4 . After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre/2 pint pudding basin with butter. 
Cut a circle of baking paper and place into the bottom of the pud¬ 
ding basin and then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing as you add it. 
Fold a pleat into the middle of a large piece of baking paper and 
place over the pudding. Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, 
ensuring the pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding basin. 

5 . Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan one-quarter 
full of water. Fold a long piece of foil into quarters lengthways to 
create a long strip and place the pudding basin in the middle of 
the strip. Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pudding 
basin and lower into the saucepan. Ensure the water in the 
saucepan comes one-third of the way up the side of the pudding 
basin, but nowhere near the top of the basin. Leave the ends of 
the foil strip hanging over the side to make it easy to remove the 
pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the heat to a gentle 
simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 hours, topping up the water level as 
necessary throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry out). 

7 . Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the pan and set aside 
to cool. The pudding can be stored for up to two years in a cool, 
dry place. To serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way through. Alterna¬ 
tively, remove the foil and reheat in the microwave.

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs

Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium 
pan and heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture thickens 
enough to coat the back of a spoon.

Ingredients 

350g high quality mincemeat, preferably homemade 
200g plain flour, sifted • 40g golden caster sugar

diced 1 large free-range egg, beaten • milk, to glaze 


Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the mincemeat 
into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is evenly distributed. 

2 . Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread¬ 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder tube. 

3 . Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in cling¬ 
film and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll out the pastry on 
a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a fluted pastry cut¬ 
ter, large enough to fill the base of the prepared tin. Press 
gently into each hole, then fill with the mincemeat. 

4 . Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs/shapes and use 
to cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly with 
milk. Chill for about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, preheat the 
oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5 . Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown. 
Remove to a wire rack and serve warm.

HOUSING MARKET ODDITIES 


THERE are often many statistics being 
published about property prices - selling 
prices, asking prices, increases and 
decreases, month on month, year on year 
and so on. Sometimes the figures agree 
and sometimes they completely 
contradict each other. The reality is often 
similar in that it varies hugely from area to 
area and it is virtually impossible to make 
a sweeping statement that applies to the 
whole country or even just to the south 
west. For instance, this year, we saw a 
vibrant first quarter with mortgages being 
granted a little more readily and a return 
of first time buyers (a rare commodity in 
these parts). We expected a ripple 
upwards in the price ranges in terms of 
what was selling (as all this activity began 
at the lower end) and probably would 
have seen that happen except for one 
thing. The government was concerned 
about the London market causing a new 
housing bubble and so new mortgage 
regulations were brought in at the end of 
April. The new rules meant that anyone 
wanting a mortgage had to be very much 
more specific about their monthly 
outgoings (how much you spend on fuel, 
groceries, hair cuts, gym membership etc). 
This resulted in many applications being 
refused (even in some cases where 
applicants were paying more in rent than 
their mortgage repayments would be). 
Sales began to fall through because of this 
and mortgages dried up again.The effect 
of this was felt by us almost immediately

WHEN world-beating car meets class- 
conquering engine, the formidable result 
is the all new 367PS Audi RS 3 Sportback. 
The DNA for the world's most powerful 
series production premium compact 
hatchback comes courtesy of the A3 
hatchback - the 2014 World Car of the 
Year - and the latest evolution of the 
evocative 2.5-litre five-cylinderTFSI - the 
International Engine of the Year in the 2.0 
to 2.5-litre category. Enhanced by latest 
generation quattro all-wheel-drive, these 
genes create a car with truly exceptional 
dynamic capabilities, but one which can 
also deftly handle everything that daily 
life throws at it. 


"There is a long tradition of five-cylin¬ 
der engines at Audi," says Prof. Dr. Ulrich 
Hackenberg, Board Member for Technical 
Development at AUDI AG. "In the 80s, 
they turned Audi into a sporty brand, 
both in motor sports and in production. 
The new Audi RS 3 Sportback features 
the latest generation of our 2.5 litre, five- 
cylinder engine-the most powerful pro¬ 
duction engine in the modular 
transverse matrix." 

Due to become available in the UK in 
March 2015, and expected to reach its 
first owners here next summer, the ex¬ 
treme high performance hatchback bol¬ 
sters the 367PS output from its 2.5-litre 


TFSI with 465 Nm (343.0 Ib-ft) of torque, 
which is available right from 1,625rpm 
through to 5,550rpm, enabling it to 
punch vigorously at the horizon in any 
gear and at virtually any speed. 

Lighter, faster, more efficient 

Helped by advances in construction 
processes and material use made as part 
of the Audi ultra efficiency programme, 
the successor to the original RS 3 Sport¬ 
back weighs in 55kg lighter, tipping the 
scales at 1,520kg (without driver), despite 
additional equipment and safety fea¬ 
tures. Against the clock its resulting 
power-to-weight ratio of 241 PS per ton 
helps it to clear the 62mph marker from 
rest in just 4.3 seconds, and to continue 
to an electronically governed 155mph 
top speed which, for drivers with regular 
Autobahn access, can be increased on re¬ 
quest to 174mph. 

The distinctive rhythm of the 1 - 2 - 4 - 
5 - 3 five-cylinder ignition sequence - the 
classic Audi soundtrack played out since 
the 1980s by rally cars, touring cars and 
production models such as the Ur quat¬ 
tro, the RS 2 and the TT RS - washes over 
the cabin as the new RS 3 Sportback 
gathers momentum.Two flaps in the ex¬ 
haust pipes control the exhaust flow to 
provide for an even more intensive 
sound experience that varies with engine 
load and speed, and the driver can con¬ 
trol these flaps via the Audi drive select 
adaptive dynamics system, which is stan¬ 


dard. For the first time in an Audi model 
at this level, the already fittingly bass- 
heavy RS exhaust system can be replaced 
at extra cost by an even richer-sounding 
sports exhaust upgrade. 

In the latest edition of the classic en¬ 
gine increased power and torque goes 
hand in hand with improved efficiency, 
which is confirmed by its compliance 
with the latest EU6 emissions regula¬ 
tions. According to the NEDC consump¬ 
tion test the new 'entry level' RS model is 
capable of returning up to 34.8mpg, cor¬ 
responding to C02 emissions of 
189g/km. A recuperation system, a de¬ 
mand-controlled oil pump and a newly 
developed start-stop system which turns 


off the engine shortly before the car 
comes to a stop contribute to this im¬ 
pressive data. 

A seven-speed S tronic transmission, 
which has been reworked to offer even 
faster shifts, directs the power to the 
quattro permanent all-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem. The quattro system features torque 
vectoring based on intelligent software 
and is designed with maximum driving 
enjoyment foremost in mind. Its central 
component is an electronically con¬ 
trolled, hydraulically activated multi¬ 
plate clutch, the weight of which has 
been reduced by 1.4kg as further evi¬ 
dence of the adherence to the principles 
of Audi ultra throughout the car.
